The inevitable call of the Middle 
West drew the budding industry to a section nearer the 
sources of raw materials—iron, coal and most of the other 
basics that go into automobile manufacture. 

At the present time two motor cars and a number of 
motor trucks are built in New England, but if that historic 
cradle of our national life has lost the manufacturing end 
of the industry, it still remains a most important consumer 
of automotive products. The canny Yankee may be slow 
to convince, but once he understands the value of any given 
product he insists on having his full share of the efficiency 
or convenience that it brings to his life. 

And that is why the Boston automobile show is still
